?/ater  Supplies 

V/ater  is  supplied  to  the  town  from  two  spring  sources,  at  Coalsgarth 
which  lies  within  the  Borough  and  at  Clapgate  within  the  parish  of 
Marske  in  the  area  of  the  Richmond  Rural  District,  Water  is  conveyed 
by  gravity  from  each  of  these  limestone  areas  through  6”  diameter 
trunk  mains  to  Richmond’s  two  service  reservoirs.  Each  reservoir 
serves  a  zone  of  supply  although  to  some  extent  these  zones  are  made 
interchangeable  by  means  of  controlled  interconnecting  sections. 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water 
Board. 

1 •  High  Zone  -  Coalsgarth  Supply 

These  small  headworks  comprise  a  number  of  springs  tapped  by 
adit  and  pipes  of  various  sizes  and  conveyed  to  a  small  collecting 
chamber.  Some  of  these  springs  fail  in  times  of  drought  and  the 
remaining  springs  have  been  recorded  to  yield  as  little  as  80,000 
gallons  per  day. 

In  prolonged  wet  weather  the  supply  from  the  catchment  area  is  of 
poor  quality  vi^hich  is  due,  in  no  small  part,  to  contour  draining  of 
Richmond  Outmoor,  with  the  consequent  rapid  run-off  from  the  gathering 
ground , 

In  storm  periods  the  short  time  of  concentration  gives  rise  to 
surface  scouring  and  rapid  collection  of  vegetable  and  other  surface 
impurities  which  is  an  ever  present  reminder  of  the  pressing  need  for 
the  installation  of  filtration  plant. 

Storage 

During  the  past  20  years  the  greater  part  of  the  development  of 
Richmond  has  taken  place  in  the  area  of  the  Coalsgarth  supply.  The 
capacity  of  the  High  Zone  reservoir  is  150,000  gallons  which 
constitutes  only  a  little  over  one  days  needs.  This  meagre  storage 
might  well  present  a  serious  problem  in  the  event  of  a  major  breakdown 
in  the  6”  trunk  main  from  Coalsgarth. 

Shortages  at  either  zone  can  be  met  by  the  use  of  a  6”  rising 
main  which  can  be  used  with  pumping  plant  to  lift  water  from  the  Low 
to  the  High  Zone  Reservoir  and  can  also  act  as  an  overflow  from  High 
to  Lov/. 

2 .  Low  Zone  -  Feldom  Supply 

The  Low  Zone  supply  derived  from  springs  at  the  source  of 
Clf.pgato  Beck  v\^ith  a  catchment  area  stretching  to  the  Cordilleras 
Moor.  This  supply  is  consistently  good  in  both  volume  and  quality 
except  in  times  of  very  heavy  rainfall  when  the  quality  leaves  much 
to  be  desired . 

Storage 

The  capacity  of  300,000  gallons  at  the  Low  Zone  reservoir  limits 
the  supply  to  something  a  little  less  than  2  days  needs,  from  which 
must  be  deducted  any  assistance  given  to  the  High  Zone  by  pumping 
during  periods  of  drought. 


3 .  General 


With  the  exception  of  10  outlying  farms  and  cottages,  which  are 
served  from  private  sources,  the  whole  of  the  Borough’s  2,351 
dwellings  have  an  inside  piped  suppl^'-served  from  the  Board’s  mains* 
Stand  pipes  have  for  some  time  now  "been  very  much  a  thing  of  the  past 
in  Richmond. 

Water  samples  are  taken  from  various  parts  of  the  district 
throughout  the  year  in  addition  to  those  taken  by  the  Water  Board, 
and  these  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination .  Tv/enty two  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year  from  both  zones  of  supply  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  sample  being  found  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  immediate  notification  is  made  by  telephone 
and  later  verified  by  written  report.  The  Engineer  and  Manager  of 
the  Water  Board  is  informed  and  his  investigations  and  remedial 
measures  are  duly  reported  to  the  Council. 

The  average  daily  consumiption  for  both  zones  during  1969  was 
430 >000  gallons,  an  increase  of  26,000  gallons  over  the  1968  figure. 

Rainfall  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1969,  was  35-44 
inches  as  against  34.25  inches  for  1968. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  St.  Martins  continues  to  give 
excellent  results.  The  final  effluent  is  checked  at  regular  intervals 
by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  Inspector  and  reports  show  that  it  is 
consistently  good. 

Throughout  the  town  drainage  is  combined,  and  apart  from  nine 
outlying  properties  outside  the  sewerage  area,  all  sewage  is  conveyed 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  full  treatment. 

Refuse  Collection 


There  is  a  weekly  refuse  collection  service  in  operation  throughout 
the  Borough  and  this  is  done  by  direct  labour  under  the  control  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor  and  Engineer.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Aislabeck. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  collections  for  the  year  under  reviev/  v;as 
£8,878  compared  with  £7,765  in  1968. 


The  Youngs  Yard  Housing  Development  comprising  32  one  person 
bedsitters  and  6  one-bedroomed  flats  has  been  completed  and  tenanted 
during  the  past  year.  The  development  is  ideally  situated  in  very 
close  proximity  to  the  library,  post  office,  hospital  and  the  town’s 
shopping  centre  and  has  many  basic  attractions  -  a  resident  warden, 
intercommunication  system,  pedestrian  ramps  and  all  the  special 
features  usually  found  in  this  type  of  accommodation.  This  scheme 
is  an  undoubted  success  and  has  met  a  great  need  for  a  number  of  our 
older  citizens, as  the  Richmond  landscape,  with  its  steep  contours, 
can  add  its  problems  to  old  age. 

The  scheme  gave  a  very  welcome  opportunity  for  putting  Closing 
Orders  on  8  of  the  town’s  worst  properties  which  were  tenanted  by 
elderly  people  who  previously  had  been  very  reluctant  to  move. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  house  improvement  sphere 
with  the  completion  of  the  improvement  scheme  in  the  Whitcliffe  Place 
area  involving  38  council  houses.  Thirteen  applications  for  grants 
were  received  during  the  year  from  private  individuals  and  all  were 
granted  by  the  Council,

NUISANCES 


224  inspections  v/ere  made  in  connection  with  nuisances  and  in  92 
cases  statutory  nuisances  v/ere  found.  Fifty  one  of  these  were  abated 
as  a  result  of  informal  action  and  eight  only  required  service  of 
Statutory  Notices.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  degree  of  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  general  public  v/ith  regard  to  the  abatement  of 
nuisances.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  an  informal  approach  is 
sufficient  to  secure  the  desired  result. 

Movable  Dwellings 

The  Borough’s  Caravan  Parle,  v/hich  is  4?  acres  in  area  and  designed 
to  accommodate  100  residential  and  holiday  caravans  has  been  operating 
satisfactorily  during  the  past  year  and  continues  to  be  used  to  full 
capacity . 

The  Caravan  Park  conforms  with  the  Ministry's  Model  Standards  and 
is  nov/  leased  by  the  Corporation.

Throughout  the  year  84  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  and 
2,438  lbs.  carcase  meat  and  offal  condemned. 

6  Slaughtermen's  Licences  were  renewed  during  the  year.

Out  of  a  total  of  148  visits  made  under  this  Act,  78  unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  found  to  exist  and  67  have  so  far  been  remedied. 

Pour  accidents  v/ere  reported  during  the  year,  two  were  of  back 
damage  caused  by  lifting  heavy  articles,  one  of  foot  damage  caused  by 
a  falling  tin  and  one  badly  cut  hand  with  broken  glass  jar. 

It  is  now  obligatory  for  employers  to  report  accidents  to  members 
of  their  staff,  but  many  employers  are  still  not  conscious  of  their 
responsibilities  in  this  respect,  although  attention  is  drawn  to  this 
point  during  inspections  and  other  visits  in  addition  to  articles  that 
have  appeared  in  the  press  from  time  to  time.

Continued  efforts  to  secure  good  standards  of  food  hygiene  have 
heen  maintained  during  the  year,  principle  attention  Being  paid  to 
premises  where  food  is  actually  prepared,  viz.  fried  fish  shops. 
Bakehouses  and  cafes,  etc.  In  all  121  inspections  v/ere  made  to 
such  premises.  II6  contraventions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
were  noted,  76  of  which  have  so  far  Been  complied  with  after 
informal  approach  to  the  proprietors. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  26  registered  retailers  of  ice  cream  in  the  Borough. 

23  samples  of  open  ice  cream  v/ere  suBmitted  to  the  PuBlic  Health 
LaB oratory  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  18  of  these  were 
placed  in  satisfactory  gradings.  Investigations  into  possible 
causes  for  the  5  unsatisfactory  samples  were  carried  out  and  the 
subsequent  check 'samples  were  Grade  I. 

Factories 

There  are  27  factories  on  the  register,  2  of  which  are  non- 
mechanical  and  4  included  in  the  Building  Operations  and  Engineering 
Glasses ,

Prevention  of  Damage  By  Pests  Act.  1949 


A  rodent  control  service  is  in  operation  within  the  Borough, 
disinfestation  Being  carried  out  upon  complaint.  This  work  is 
undertaken  as  tiie  occasions  demand  By  3  members  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor’s  outside  staff.  These  men  have  all  received  Ministry 
training  But  as  this  work  is  only  part-time  and  very  spasmodic  in 
nature  it  is  felt  that  some  Benefit  would  Be  gained  By  their 
attendance  at  one  of  the  Ministry’s  refresher  courses  held  locally 
from  time  to  time.
